But 
after Kussia has gained her object in Europe, will she not again cast her wistful 
eyes on India; it being quite impossible to give up desire for conquest after one has 
once tasted its sweets ? And then Russia, acquiring greater foree and power by 


reducing Turkey, will prove a far more formidable adversary on the North. West 


frontier of India than she can be at present. Hence any harm which Russia may 
be allowed to do to Turkey at this time will tell against England in the long ran. 
India is fully fortified in its interior in every respect; and thenwhy should England 
adopt such a policy which, though securing peace for the moment, is likely to 
give her greater trouble in future ?

house, receiving stolen property and entertaining thieves in his service, and sent 
up to the (district) Magistrate for trial. The Thanddar had, of course, no difficulty 
whatever in procuring witnesses to support the charges, and the Magistrate readily 
passed an order requiring the accused to give security for Rs. 200 for his good 
behaviour. (On appeal) Mr. Muhammad Ishaq Khan, (Officiating) Sessions Judge, 
Banda, disagreeing with the Magistrate saw no reason ta take any security from 
the accused. The Judge urged that none of the witnesses (for the prosecution) 
had deposed to have seen either thieves assembled at the place of the accused, or 
caught the latter in the very act of committing a theft. All the witnesses simply 
gave hearsay evidence, which the Judge rejected as uureliable. Some of the wit- 
nesses had, however, stated that the accused was habituated to smoke chandu and 
the Judye naively remarked that section 110 (of the Criminal Procedure Code) 
was not to be wielded against chandu-smokers. The Thanadar of Rath had bet- 
ter be transferred to Lucknow where he would have very ample field to crusade 
against chandu-smokers. The editor now waits to see what notice the Inspector- 
General of Police takes of the conduct of the Thanadaér in tbis case.

Her Majesty is not an absolute monarch, 
but conducts the administration through Parliament which is composed of the 
representatives of the British nation. Hence it will be seen that the real rulers 
are the British nation and not Her Majesty. And what could be more conclusive 
proof of the great power possessed by the British electors than the recent impo- 
sition of the cotton excise duty. The Financial Minister declared that Her Majes- 
ty’s Government had laid down the imposition of a countervailing excise duty as a 
hecessary condition for the imposition of a cotton import duty, and said ‘I do not 
desire to discuss this condition—it is a decision arrived at by an authority which is as 
capable of pronouncing a judgmeut on the economic questions as the Government of 
India is, and which has by constitution of the Government of India the authority 
to enforce it.” In other words the will of the ruler is law or might is right. The 
import duty will ultimately fall on the Indian consumers and not on the Manchester 
weavers, The debate on the cotton duties presented a strange spectacle in the 
Viceroy’s Council. All the Official Members were found ranged on one side and 
all the non-official members on the other. The latter contended that the Indian 
yarns below 24’s entered into no competition with the Manchester goods, and that 
therefore the limit should be raised from 20's to 24's. But the reply given was 
that the Council had no power to disobey the orders of the Secretary of State and 
that if his orders were not strictly carried out the Government of India might not be 
able'to impose the cotton import duty at all!

The Head-Master entering 
the Dining Hall at this time, turned the student out without making any inquiry. 
All the Boarders assembled took off-nce at this ill-treatment of a fellow student, and 
cousulted together to leave such a poling where they were allowed to be disho- 
noured in this way by a servant. The Principal, however, made an inquiry, fined 
the manager Rs. 5 and reassured the boys. The writer threatens to expose other 
mismanagements and evils in the College if they are not soon rectified.
